Roosev elt’s record has entitled him to another 
fou r y ears or that it is time for a change, many 
of the great issu es of the last few y ears will be 
the great issu es of the immediate fu tu re as well. 
One of the greatest, most difficu lt and most 
perplex ing of those issu es is relief. It is great 
becau se it affects millions of Americans. It is 
difficu lt becau se there are a thou sand and one 
ideas as to how it shou ld be handled. And it is 
ex ceedingly perplex ing becau se the relief rolls 
hav e increased at a time when indu stry was 
rapidly improv ing and gainfu l employ ment was 
also increasing materially . 
Fou r y ears ago, Federal relief was something 
new in American gov ernment, and the wisdom 
or folly of it were mu ch debated. Today both 
m ajor parties su bscribe to Federal relief, and the 
difference between their stands is one of method 
rather than of principle. 
Why hav e the relief rolls increased while bu si­ 
ness was improv ing? First, here are the actu al 
figu res, taken from a recent issu e of the United 
States News: 
In Ju ly , 1933, when bu siness was slowly sta rt­ 
ing u p from the bottom reached in 1932, there 
were 3,908 ,000 persons on relief. In Ju ly , 1934, 
when bu siness felt a real su rge of recov ery , there 
were 4,400,000 persons on relief. In Ju ly , 1935 , 
when a nu mber of im portant indu stries began 
to approach “norm al” lev els, there were 4,47 5 ,000 
people on relief. In September, 1936, when the 
general bu siness index was somewhat ahead of 
the 1923-25 “normal,” and when some indu stries 
had ex ceeded ev en their 1928 -29 boom-period 
ex perience, there were 4,5 47,000 persons on relief. 
(These relief totals inclu de employ es of the PWA, 
those su pported by other Federal agencies, and 
those “u nemploy ables” who are now su pported 
by states and cities. Totals do not inclu de CCC 
members.) 
Federal relief officials, of whom Harry Hop­ 
kins of the WPA is chief, see nothing hard to 
ex plain in this apparent anomoly of better bu si­ 
ness and more indigents. They say that the m a­ 
jority of the u nemploy ed stay ed off relief, for 
some time, receiv ing su pport from friends and 
relativ es, bu t that as these sou rces of income 
dried u p, they were forced to go on relief. They 


also say that many u nemploy ed people managed 
to pu ll throu gh with their own sav ings, and tha t 
when these people go back to work the relief to­ 
tal is not changed. They point ou t tha t drou ght 
boosted the relief rolls. And they also point ou t 
that indu stry tends to take back into employ ­ 
m ent first those who were discharged last — the 
most skilled and necessary workers. As most of 
these workers were u nemploy ed for a relativ ely 
short time, they did not go on relief to any great 
ex tent. 
• 
There is another ex planation, often made by 
u nion labor leaders, to the effect tha t techno­ 
logical adv ances in indu stry — which simply 
means the replacem ent of men with machines 
— hav e destroy ed hu ndreds of thou sands of jobs 
in the last few y ears. 
Bu t a conserv ativ e economist, Joseph Stagg 
Lawrence, writing in Scribners, say s tha t censu s 
figu res show that in the 60 y ears from 18 70 to 
1930, which was a period of ex traordinary tech­ 
nological progress, “the popu lation increased 218 
per cent. In the same period the total gainfu lly 
employ ed rose 27 8 per cent. The m anu factu ring 
and mechanical indu stries, in which the most 
impressiv e technological changes hav e taken 
place, show an increase of 414 per cent in jobs.” 
It is the general contention of su ch economists 
tha t technological progress may force men to 
change jobs, bu t tha t it alway s increases the to­ 
tal of jobs. Prime ex ample of this is the au tom o­ 
bile. It killed a big indu stry — the m anu factu re 
of horse-draw n v ehicles — bu t it created half-a- 
dozen still bigger indu stries, su ch as tires, gaso­ 
line, repairs, etc. 
Still another point of v iew is that ou r soaring 
relief rolls are the‘inev itable resu lt of an ov er- 
generou s gov ernment. Holders of this idea say 
tha t many men wou ld rather take $10 a week on 
relief than work for $15 a week. Mr. Lawrence 
believ es this, and say s: “W ith bu siness recov ery 
elim inating the cy clical factor, continu ing u nem ­ 
ploy ment mu st be laid squ arely at the door of 
gov ernment indu lgence.” 
There are the m ain different points of v iew — 
all opposed, all conflicting, and all conv incingly 
ex pressed by their v ariou s spokesmen. 
They 
serv e to indicate how great a problem relief is 
— a problem that goes bey ond partisanship in 
politics, and that will hold the headlines whether 
the donkey or the elephant is in power in W ash­ 
ington.

are bigger stakes than the pos­ 
sibility of a $10,000 fine and 
somebody gping to jail for a 
cou ple of y eafs.
